T’S A THURSDAY night at 

O’Brien’s in Allston. A small televi- 
sion above the bar shows sports.

Last week Richman moved his 
show from the Somerville Theatre to 
the Middle East Downstairs in 
support of the locked-out 
projectionists, but won't get into 
specifics about what factors led him 
to the decision. “While | disagree with 
the management of the Somerville 
Theatre on this particular issue; " Richman 
says over the phone from a tour stop in 
Toronto, “they've always been great when 
we played there — and I'd gladly play at the 
Somerville Theatre again.” 

“| e-mailed his record label,” says Jim 
Crane, a 24-year-old who'd been a 
projectionist at the Somerville Theatre since 
last summer, explaining how Richman 
heard about the strike. “They forwarded the 
message to him. He first called Mel 
[Fraiman, Somerville Theatre owner] and 
got Mel's side of the story. And he called 
me here and | told him our side of the story 
and he’s like, ‘This is definitely different.” 

Richman admits he discussed the 
dispute with both sides for weeks and still 
isn’t sure he understands who's to blame. 
“| don't think this is black and white,” 

















Richman says. “I don’t want 
anyone to look like the enemy 
Nevertheless, the decision to 
pul! out of the venue “was the 
conclusion | came to. | told 
parties that | wasn't sure it was 
even the right decision, but this 
is how it looked to me.” He 
adds, “In the middie of what 
seems to be an honest labor 
dispute, | just figured that it’s not the time 
to play the theater.” 

This past Monday, Richman’s name still 
appeared on the Davis Square cinema’s 
neon marquee, even though he'd yanked 
the engagement days earlier. As for the 
Somerville Theatre's stance, a female voice 
answering the phone for its executive office 
offered, “We have no comment.” And who is 
this? “Doesn't matter. Pretty much anyone 
you talk to around here, this is what you're 
going to get”

T WOULD BE a fool’s game to assess the

But there’s no ques- 
tion that he is one of the few plausible candi- 
dates to be the Times’ next executive editor 
or managing editor. And that has members 
of the Globe staff wondering what it’s going 
to mean for them if Baron leaves just two 
summers after succeeding Matt Storin.

I think it would be kind of a rough period 
nd maybe it would just reinforce to the staff 
that we're sort of a backwater, a farm team,” 
says a Globe source who asked not to be 
named, referring to the New York Times 
Company’s ownership of the Globe. 

Baron’s name was entered in the Times 
sweepstakes on June 4, in an online piece by 
Newsweek media reporter Seth Mnookin, who 
also identified Los Angeles Times managing 
editor Dean Baquet as a strong candidate. At 
the time, Mnookin’s speculation seemed pre- 
mature; he reported that both men had told 
him they hadn’t been contacted about the job 

But Mnookin proved prescient. Two days 
later, following five weeks of turmoil that had 
begun with the firing of reporter Jayson Blair, 
executive editor Howell Raines and managing 
editor Gerald Boyd resigned. And Baron - 
along with Baquet and several internal New 
York Times candidates, including columnist 
(and ex—managing editor) Bill Keller, Wash- 
ington-bureau chief Jill Abramson, metropoli- 
tan editor Jonathan Landman, and editorial- 
page editor Gail Collins — was mentioned as a 
possible replacement in virtually every account. 

Baron himself is saying little. This past 
Tuesday he told me that he had decided to 
stop answering questions about whether he 
had spoken to anyone at the Times, explain- 
ing, “It seems to me to serve no purpose just 


it. Suffice it to say that Baron gets a lot of 
credit for leading the charge on the paper’s 
Pulitzer-winning coverage of the Catholic 
Church crisis, for supervising the paper's ex 
cellent reporting on such global news events as 
9/11 and the wars in Afghanistan and Iraq, 
and for bringing a renewed sense of standards 
and accountability to the paper 

Baron may not be loved — to say that he’s 
not the warm-and-fuzzy type would be an 
understatement — but he is respected. And 
few would welcome the prospect of bringing 
in yet another new editor. 

Still, there is quite a bit of logic to the no- 
tion of calling Baron to New York, whether it 
is for the number-one or -two job. After a stint 
of some 17 years at the Los Angeles Times 
where he served in such key positions as busi- 
ness editor and Orange County—edition edi- 
tor, Baron moved to the New York Times in 
1996, becoming an associate managing editor 
the following year. In practical terms, he was 
the night editor, and he won good reviews for 
his ability to manage some rather large egos. 

Baron also worked with Baquet and Keller, 
who were both at the Times during that period. 
When I asked them about Baron shortly after 
he’d been chosen as the Globe’s editor, they 
raved about him, which suggests he could

Even more than Friday’s speech 
by the Reverend Al Sharpton or the early- 
Thursday-morning speech by former Vermont 
governor Howard Dean, Kucinich’s remarks 
managed to press every progressive button he 
could find — including a few that had been 
gathering dust. He took the stage to John 
Lennon’s “Imagine” and noted that his first 
move as president would be to kill off NAFTA 
and the World Trade Organization. The Iraq 
war was “wrong” and “fraudulent,” he de- 
clared. As for health insurance, “People are al- 
ready paying for universal health care,” 
Kucinich argued. “They're just not getting it.” 

In some ways, Kucinich’s words marked the 
reawakening of a dinosaur. The trend in De- 
mocratic politics over the past two decades has 
been to sideline unvarnished liberalism and se- 
cure America’s elusive political center. To call 
the results of this experiment “mixed” would be 
charitable. The tactic didn’t work in 1988. It 
worked in 1992 only because a freewheeling 
Texas multimillionaire named Ross Perot si- 
phoned lots of votes away from incumbent 
George H.W. Bush. In fact, only in 1996 did 
progressives hold their noses, swallow hard, 
and toe the centrist line to re-elect a Democrat- 
ic incumbent. And 2000 and 2002? We know 
those stories all too well. 

Thus, the “take back” theme that dominated 
the conference was directed as much at the 
centrist wing of the Democratic Party as it was 
to the GOP. The progressive message at the 
Omni Shoreham was pointed: we're not shut- 
ting up this time.

“The crowd was on 
such a high” after Kucinich’s 
speech, “Take Back America” 
organizer Roger Hickey told 
me, explaining why he sent the 
crowd out to eat barbecue in- 
stead of listening to Gephardt’s 
videotaped statement. On tape 
Gephardt touted his far-reach- 
ing health-care program and 
told the conference, “I’m sick 
of the red and blue map. | want 
a new map.” 

The same approach was not taken by Kerry 

who came in spoiling for a fight with both 
the Bush administration and anti-war Democ- 
rats. There seemed to be a nervous edge to 
Kerry's pitch; at times, he would climb rhetorical 
heights only to flub the climax. Yet Kerry did 
score big points with his calls to “get the money 
out of politics” and to acknowledge the impor- 
tance of organized labor to the homeland-secu- 
rity effort. He evoked the union status of 9/1 1's 
fire, police, and medical first-responders with a 
power and pathos that augured well for a possi 
ble confrontation with Bush 


Yet if Kerry < 


lso hoped to score by pointedly 


taking on progressives on national security, his 
efforts fell short. The Massachusetts senator’s 
attack on the progressives who “reflexively op- 
pose any US military intervention anywhere, or 
who see US power as mostly a malignant force 
in the world, or who place a higher value on 
achieving multilateral consensus” was greeted 
not with catcalls or boos, but with a polite and 
reflexive round of mild applause. No one in the 
audience, it appeared, wanted to extend the po- 
litical credit of controversy to Kerry’s fishing 
expedition 

The crowd was more predictably enthusiastic 
about Kucinich, as well as about former Illinois 
senator Carol Moseley Braun and Sharpton 
Moseley Braun’s speech deplored the Bush ad- 
ministration’s employment of “the most cynical 
politics I have seen in my lifetime,” and ac 
cused Republicans of “using our pain [after 
9/11] 
treme political agenda.” 

Sharpton’s speech followed the delayed 
Gephardt video on Friday morning, and it was 
pitched more as a pep rally than as a presiden- 
tial stump speech. It also had the best laugh 
lines and the best rallying cry of all the candi- 
dates’ speeches. The reverend noted that he 
wasn’t surprised that Bush couldn't find 
Osama bin Laden, Saddam Hussein, or Iraq's 
weapons of mass destruction. “I can’t find the 
votes in Florida that made him president in the 
first place,” he wisecracked. Sharpton also told 
the crowd that he was running to “slap the 
donkey,” arguing that if he slapped it hard 
enough, “I can make it kick George W. Bush 
out of the White House.

She’s covered a lot of ground over a 27- 
year career. “I’ve done research, I’ve even had 
published research,” Mroczek says.

But it’s also true that her profession and her 
passion can make for some surprising juxta- 
positions. Just look at the home page of her 
Web site. There's a photograph of Mroczek 
the psychologist, smiling demurely, dressed in 
a professional-looking suit, standing before an 
ivy-covered wall. Then click on the navigation 
bar that reads “Live Performances.” There’s a 
photo of Mroczek the singer, in thrall to the 
demon power of rock and roll, stripped down 
to a white tank top, on all fours and screaming 
blue bloody murder into a microphone 

Still, she seems genuinely taken aback 
of music she 
plays might be at odds with what many peo- 
ple, just to look at her, might expect. “Oh no, 
it’s me,” she insists. “If anything, Berklee 
people will be more into funk and jazz. I’ve 
had some drummers whose arms ached be- 
cause they weren't used to that style, even 
though they practiced all the time. No, it’s al- 
ways been my expression, definitely.”

“I’ve always been into music,” she contin- 
ues. “Especially rock music and certain types 
of soul music. Certain songs of the Sex Pis- 
tols grabbed me. Nirvana grabbed me. Cur- 
rent rock music grabs me too.

I really like that 
song. My band won't play it, ‘cause they don’t 
like Kid Rock. But I’ve done a Backstreet 
Boys cover. “I Want It That Way’? That song 
grabbed me big-time.” She makes a little grab- 
bing motion at her heart. “I mean, I’m a 
sucker for a song. One time I did ‘Ain’t 
Talkin’ About Love’ by Van Halen. And then I 
segued into ‘I Want To Know What Love Is,’ 
and the crowd just went out of their minds!” 

She spouts off an encyclopedic array of in- 
fluences. Roy Orbison. Aretha Franklin. The 
Stones. Lou Reed. Patti Smith. The Smiths. 
Wardell Gray. John Coltrane. Neil Young. 


Thompson Twins. Talk Talk. 

Though she’s been known to sing a jazz 
standard or two, these days, when Mroczek 
struts on stage — at T.T. the Bear’s Place or at 
the Linwood Grille, Upstairs at the Middle 
East or at O’Brien’s or the Abbey Lounge, 
where she'll be this Friday — she knows only 
one word. 

“Rock. Rock. Definitely rock. Because 
that’s how I feel. I’ve had some jazz gigs, 
singing jazz standards. And that’s pure enjoy 
ment. But when you do rock, it’s like trying to 
get through to people. Not to convince them, 
but just to get through.” 

Mroczek sees rock and roll as an easily ap- 





prehended language with which to communi- 
cate her feelings about human beings and the 
things we do to ourselves, to each other, to ani- 
mals, and to the earth. She sings her songs 
simply because she feels compelled to. But if 
audiences walk away enlightened, all the better 

Take an impassioned cri de coeur like 
“Planet Earth,” in which she sings about “ra- 
diation ... across our nation ... for corpora- 
tion” before coaxing the band into a lull, then 
goading it on to a frenetic crescendo, and 
screaming, “What about earth? You’re ours! 
All ours! No destruction!” as if the very sur- 
vival of the globe depends on it. As another 
song uncoils into a discordant pile, she riffs 
reflexively: “Let the animals go! How could 
you do that to anything that lives? How dare 
you do that?!” 

“Nancy’s lyrical style is pretty direct,” says 
Karz-Wagman. “I think it’s cool that she’s sin- 
gin’ about political issues and stuff that she’s 


concerned about. She has 
these parts in the songs where 
we'll just stand there, just let- 
ting the notes ring, and she’s 
just talking to people, y’- 
know? She stresses about talking to the kids. 
She'll say [to the band], ‘Don’t be too loud 
here so the kids can hear me talkin’.’” 

“I want ’em to have a good time. I want ‘em 
to get roused. I want for them to get the spirit 
of what I have to say,” Mroczek says. “I really 
am not into imposing my message on any- 
body. I really believe it, but all 1 want is that 
they'd consider it and let it in and toss it 
around and cause it to be some stimulus.” 

“She has something she wants to say, and 
she’s not afraid to get up and say it,” says Ben 
Taylor, an erstwhile Bostonian (late of the band 
Beat Down Sound) who played impromptu 
with Mroczek one night years ago when they 
shared a bill at the Middle East. “She definitely 
has musical skills. She has good ears. I’ve seen 
her play with a bunch of bands, and she just 
jumps into improv situations.” 

Taylor also avers that there’s a community 
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of Mroczek admirers out there, trading her 
videotapes (for sale on her Web site) like 
samizdat, spreading the gospel via VHS 
Lisa McColgan, who performs with the 
Boston Rock Opera and drums in the band 
Scrapple, puts it most eloquently. In 2000 
in an online diary (lisamcc.diaryland.com) 
that she still keeps, she confessed to ‘rapidly 
becoming [a] devoted disciple of Dr. Nancy 
“(She] kicks major ass,” McCol;

Q: You got involved in the anti-war movement re 
Talk to me about wh got involved, and the 
extent of your involvement 
Well, I spoke at a few rallies, | marched, I wrote a 
lot of essays and columns, and I continue to write a lot 
of essays and columns. The war is not over, despite 
mass-media reports to the contrary. It’s nowhere neat 
over. It hasn’t even begun. The situation in Iraq hasn’t 
even begun. And I continue to write about that. This 
presidency is embarrassing, mostly, is what it is. And | 
think what it is, is the last gasp of the white-male 
power structure. | think Clinton spelled the end of 
white liberalism, and | think [George] W. is spelling the 
end of white conservatism, and I think out of the ashes 
of both, | hope something new is going to arise that’s 
much more bipartisan 
I have this sneaking suspicion and worry that our 
country should actually be socially liberal and interna- 
tionally conservative. So | think what's going to hap 
pen is you're going to see a democrat, a socially liberal democrat, 
with strong military backing. Perhaps a general. | mean, ironical 
ly, and logically, there is no more democratic place, probably 
there is no place more revealing and indicative of the greatness of 
democracy than the US military. So perhaps it does take a gener- 
al to lead the country. | mean, when we talk about the great pres- 
idents of the past, most of them have been generals. So despite 
my pacifist stance, I’m thinking it might be a democratic military 
officer who would be the best president 


Q: Tell me about the World Heavyweight Poetry Bout. How 
does that work? 

A: | won it four times. It’s literally like a boxing match: there 
are 10 rounds, the poets read a poem a round, and then there’s 
three judges judging them based on the content of the poem and 
performance. The first nine rounds are poems you've written, 
and then the 10th is extemporaneous — you draw a word out of 
a hat and you have 30 seconds to come up with a poem 


Q: How important is it for you as a writer to get up in front of 
an audience? 

A: That's how we originally started! That's what we used to do. 
There weren’t one million copies of The Odyssey on Greek book 
shelves! Being a good performer is part of being a writer. And 
those writers who aren’t good performers, and who sort of make 
it a point of pride to be introverted, boring assholes, are denying 
themselves a huge part of the culture and tradition 


Q: You've said that you won’t be the person to write the Great 
Native American Novel. Why? 

A: I'm too old. Great novels aren’t written by thirtysomethings 
or fortysomethings or fiftysomethings; go look back — when did 
they write their great novel? Almost everybody was in their 20s.

Andrew Jarecki shifts into neutral in Capturing the Friedmans

that his father, Arnold, wasn’t perfect but 
that what he liked about him is that he once 
dumped a promising science career to pur- 
sue his dream of playing music in the 
Catskills. Arnold’s wife, Elaine, says that 
Arnold liked pictures. David says that Arnold 
didn’t like to spend time with his wife. As the 
comments accumulate (youngest son Jesse is 
also interviewed, but middle son Seth re- 
fused to participate in the film), a portrait 
emerges of boys bonded by a common sense 
of humor and enthusiasm against a wet- 
blanket mom. A kind of My Three Sons, ex-

The search turned up more pedophilic 
magazines, but when they also found a list of 
local boys with whom Friedman had been 
conducting computer courses in his base- 
ment, they decided they were onto some- 
thing much bigger than dirty pictures. 

At this point, the film breaks into two sto- 
ries, both fascinating but not necessarily 
complementary. There’s the increasingly 
hysterical prosecution of Arnold and 18- 
year-old Jesse, who are accused of an as- 
tounding number of criminal acts after the 
police start interrogating Arnold's students 





s anyone familiar with the John Wayne 
Gacy story could have told him, An- 
drew Jarecki shouldn't have been too sur- 

prised when his documentary about 
clowns took a strange and sinister turn. 
He wanted to do a profile on the guy he’d 
hired to entertain at his son’s birthday. 
That became Capturing the Friedmans, a 
harrowing, ambiguous, and provocative 
account of a notorious 1980s pedophile 
case. 

“It was originally a movie about profes- 
sional children’s-birthday-party entertainers 
in New York City,” says Jarecki, “and Dave 
Friedman is, like, the number one guy.”

in 1989, during the melting period of “glas- 
nost’ in the still-existing Soviet Union, it be- 
came possible to probe with some honesty 
the dread decades under Stalin. So it was 
that documentarian Semyon Aranovich 
managed a lengthy on-camera talk with 
Alexei Rybin, then 81, a retired major in 
Stalin's guard who had been with the late 
Communist dictator since the 1930s. Rybin 
is an unrepentant old Communist and total 
Stalin loyalist whose eyes tear up recalling 
wonderful moments with Uncle Joe — as 
when his boss told him one day to ease up 
on his guard duties and stroll over to share 
a glass of Georgian wine. There’s little new 
here about Stalin; the emphasis is on 
Rybin. And the more we hear, the scarier 
he becomes, as he boasts about ferreting 
out Stalin’s enemies with the aid of his 30 
informers.

In his feature debut, filmmaker Eric Eason 
casts non-professional actors in a gritty, 
down-to-earth story of two Latino brothers.

Before Popper had talked 10 minutes, he 
and Wittgenstein got into a heated ex 
change about the nature of philosophy that 
ended, some eyewitnesses say, with 
Wittgenstein threatening Popper with a 
poker before storming from the room 
Fifty-odd years later, Wittgenstein’s 
acolytes insist it never happened. As in the 
weightier Copenhagen, memory is one 


trickster here, along with ego, passion, 
adamancy, and despair. Nonetheless, The 
Fly-Bottle is a very funny as well as heady 
small-scale work into which Packer and 
company pack a lot of spark, showing its 
big brains incapable of reining in their own- 
ers’ volatility. Wittgenstein, in particular, in 
Michael Hammond's agitated, explosive 
performance, comes off as a dangerously 
intense character, tortured by his inability 
to stop thinking even as he snarlingly de- 
clares the meaninglessness of cogitation. 
Egan’s play was inspired by David Ed 
monds’s 2001 book Wittgenstein’s Poker 
(from which it departs) and written for 
Shakespeare & Company (which presented 
yriefly, last summer as Wittgenstein vs 
r: The Main Event).

As if to demonstrate the vessel’s fragility 
and insularity, the dueling Popper and 
Wittgenstein, vying for the intimate parlor 
stage in the Spring Lawn mansion, pas- 
sionately and sometimes nonsensically 
argue what constitutes “honest thinking.’ 
The less esoteric and more practical Pop- 
per (at least in Dave Demke’s smugly mis- 
chievous characterization) maintains that 
there are indeed philosophical “problems,” 
solvable to the benefit of the world, via the 
scientific method. For Wittgenstein, the 
discipline is all linguistic smoke and mir- 
rors, “puzzles” created by philosophers in 
order to chase their cerebral tails. Russell, 
in the silver-pompadoured, pipe-smoking, 
wistfully avuncular person of Dennis 
Krausnick, admits to long ago having 
abandoned logic for sex (and, toward the 
end, to a Proof-like fear of the connection 
between genius and madness). 

The play’s big irony, borne out by the 
production, is that all three of these ge- 
niuses are, on some level, petty, tempera- 


mental intellectual thugs, unable to put 
into practice in their personal and profes- 
sional lives their vaunted philosophies. 
Popper, the program points out, advocated 
growth through criticism — yet he was a 
megalomaniac who brooked no dissent 
Wittgenstein, who eschewed the usefulness 
of philosophy and published only one book 
but whose influence on 20th-century 
thought was enormous, believed self-un- 
derstanding was rooted in understanding 
others yet he was alienated from every- 
body. And the admired pacifist Russell 
married four times and abused friends and 
relatives alike 

Yet in The Fly-Bottle, Russell and 
Wittgenstein, at least, come off somewhat 
sympathetically, as victims of their own 
brains and doubts. Popper registers as a 
more mundane and self-congratulatory 
thinker whose jealousies of the fashionable 
Wittgenstein, left over from the heyday of 
the Vienna Circle, are more personal than 
philosophic. Challenged by the poker- 
wielding Wittgenstein to come up with a 
single “ethical proposition,” Popper crows 
prosaically: “Not to threaten visiting lec- 
turers with pokers!” So did he or didn’t 
he? As recently as 1997, when varying ac- 
counts of the alleged display of philosophic

t is the pride of any American theater 

company to hook up with a playwright 

who's been crowned “promising.” This 
was the case with the Theater Offensive 
and Daniel Alexander Jones, whose 
Blood:Shock: Boogie the company had pro- 
duced in 1996. But pride is not enough to 
ensure that a playwright will fulfill his 
promise, even when it’s confirmed by no 
less than American Theatre, which in 2000 
identified Jones as one of 15 artists to keep 
an eye on in the new millennium. And when 
the company invites the playwright into res- 
idence and devotes attention to polishing 
his work, it becomes a theatrical alchemist 
of sorts (medizval folk, after all, saw lead 
as brimming with possibilities), providing a 
laboratory and the energy to catalyze the 
artist’s potential. Jones, with a prized NEA 
TCG grant, developed Bel Canto in resi- 
dence at the Theater Offensive 
(and then at the Sundance Insti- 
tute). The play is now receiving 
its world premiere, which con- 
tinues to scream promise with- 
out actually announcing the 
playwright’s arrival

Welcome to Girlville 


The new, improved Liz Phair

ut on “Extraordinary,” the 

opening cut to Liz Phair’s 

homonymous June 24 release 
on Capitol, and you may have to 
brace yourself as the ground shifts 
under your ears. The song opens 
with a heavy rock-guitar riff, but 
that’s not where the vertigo hits: 
after it repeats for two bars, Phair 
steps up to the mike to banish every 
hint of heaviness for the remainder 
of the 14-cut album. Heretofore an 
infamously pitch-challenged singer, 
she now sounds the way a liquid- 
screen TV looks — disconcertingly 
smooth and luscious, so vivid it feels 
fake. In fact, as the song goes on, it 
becomes clear that everything about 
the 36-year-old singer-songwriter 
has been polished and brightened, 
turned into 3-D Pixar animation. 
“Extraordinary” rolls across a sunny 
plain with music as clean-scrubbed 
as anything by the latest crop of 
tough-chick popsters, like Pink or 
Shakira or maybe Avril Lavigne. As 
it turns out, that’s because “Extraor 
dinary” and three other tracks were 
produced and co-written by La 
vigne’s team of production pros, the 
Matrix.

ferent way. Her celebrated 1993 
debut, Exile in Guyville (Matador), 
challenged indie rock's macho conventions

with a startlingly explicit and disarmingly 
intimate dissection of heterosexual female 
desire and boy/girl politics. And yet she 
didn’t storm the ramparts of patriarchy, like 
Bikini Kill; or rally a radical community, 
like Sleater-Kinney; or flip the psychosexu- 
al tables with man-sized rock, like PJ Har- 
vey; or, like Hole, just flip the bird. Even 
when declaring herself a real “cunt in 
spring” or some guy’s blow-job queen, Liz 
Phair remained conventionally feminine, al- 
most demure. That was an essential part of 
her liberating thrill — she wasn’t Lydia 
Lunch redux, she was Joni Mitchell gone 
post-punk and feminist (finally!). The dis- 
tinction probably helped her, too, as she 
amassed critical acclaim and reached a co- 
hort of educated, liberal-minded rock fans 
that was broader, if not absolutely bigger, 
than anything her louder female peers had 
achieved. 

It wasn’t enough, however, to make her 
a star. Joni Mitchell had platinum albums 
and Top 10 hits. Liz Phair has never bro- 
ken the Billboard Top 20 albums, and it 
took Exile in Guyville five years just to go 
gold. Even so, her traditionalism was still 
enough to provide the singer-songwriter an 
escape route from alterna-rock’s collapsing 
building. After two wider-ranging Matador 
albums (1994's merely very good Whip 





Smart and 1998’s masterful Whitechoco- 
latespaceegg), it was only logical that her 
next move would be to try to become “ 
traordinary” in commercial terms as well 
as artistic ones. 

“That was a conscious decision to sur- 
vive right now,” she says over the phone 
from Capitol’s New York offices. “Like, 
part of the four-year hiatus [after White- 
chocolatespaceegg|, there was a part in 
which | waged a campaign to get off my 
major label. And that’s because it’s frus- 
trating in the business as it is right now. 
You get paid in a very weird system that’s 
not in the artist’s favor, really. Then Andy 
[Slater, Capitol’s new president] came in, 
and I saw a chance. And I’m like, okay, 
this is the guy who produced and managed 
Fiona Apple, the Wallflowers, and Macy 
Gray, all for their first records, which | 
loved every one. And | thought, ‘Jesus 
Christ, this is it. This is the wave. If there 
has ever been a wave that I can take in the 
major-label arena, that would work, it 
would be this one.’ So instead of trying to 
get away from that, I decided, ‘Okay, I’m 
going to give them a record that is strongly 
me, but that they will be excited by.’ You 
know what | mean?”

The most assured and fully realized 
of the operas was John Harbison’s 25 
year-old setting of William Butler 
Yeats’s hieratic mystery play A Full 
Moon in March (first done by Boston 
Musica Viva). The gorgeous score illu- 
minates and enriches the text; | can’t 
read the play without hearing Harbi- 
son’s music. The brutal story of the 
swineherd who loses his head over a 
virgin queen is, Harbison said in a pre- 
performance talk, about “the need for 
life-asserting feminine energy to merge 
with the earth.” Singer Lynn Torgove is 
turning into a first-rate stage director; 
her modus operandi is economy of 
means — here three desk chairs and a 
silken veil — and a resonant gestural 
language. No matter that the veil occa- 
sionally moved with a mind of its own, 
or that the curtain in front of the 
Queen’s throne looked (and sounded) 
too much like a shower curtain 
Baritone James Maddalena, splat 
tered with mud, made a potent and 
memorable swineherd, magnificent in 
his powerful threat to the Queen’s in 
dependence. Mezzo Lorraine DiSi- 
morig was the strong-willed and ruthless 
Queen. Tenor Frank Kelley, in whiteface 
and Pierrot costume, stood out as one of 
two “attendants” who mimic the main 
characters, but soprano Anne Harley's 
voice wasn’t quite strong enough to main- 
tain the audibility of Harbison’s sinuous 
melodic line. Choreographer Nicola 
Hawkins executed the Queen’s victory 
dance in pointedly angular if conventional 
modern-dance movements 
The second half of the bill was the we 
premiere of MIT composer Elena Rueh 
dance opera Toussaint Before the Spirits 
which is about the hero of Haitian inde 
pendence, Toussaint LOuverture, with a li 
bretto by Ruehr, novelist Madison Smartt 
Bell, and poet Elizabeth Spires, and 
Hawkins serving as both stage director and 
choreographer. I had expected some explo 
ration of Toussaint’s complex political po- 
sition. But after some incomprehensible 
exposition about whether he had sold out 
to the French, the rest, running on motoric 
minimalist rhythms, was a simplistic cele 
bration of the mind-body connection, with- 
out Yeats’s powerful search for meaning 
(“I am the tree to Heaven” Toussaint keeps 
repeating). Hawkins’s dancers filled the 
stage with the kind of muscular writhing 
familiar from Oscar telecasts 
Some B- or C-grade operas survive be 
cause they make good vehicles for singers 
Toussaint’s real excuse is the astounding 
performance in the central role by charis- 
matic young African-American baritone 
Stephen Salters, who used to sing in the 
Emmanuel Chorus. His rich, gleaming 
voice (too big for a pre-festival song 
recital he gave at Harvard Square’s inti 
mate Club Passim), his impeccable diction, 
and his intensity simply blew everyone else 
off the stage. His dance moves whipped

promising young Philadelphian Ramone 
Diggs (a little less from thin-toned sopra-

he sheer volume of Anthony Braxton’s 
output makes him one of the most 
daunting figures around not just in 
“jazz,” a category he’s struggled with for his 
entire career, but in contemporary music, 
period. Braxton emerged from Chicago's As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Creative 
Musicians (AACM) in the late ’60s, working 
with Muhal Richard Abrams, Leo Smith, 
and the members of the Art Ensemble of 
Chicago, among others. Since then, he’s re- 
leased upward of 130 recordings as leader 
or co-leader: solos, duos, quartets, larger 
“creative orchestra” ensembles, and a fair 
number on which he figures as non-per- 
forming composer. If anything, he’s stepped 
up production in recent 
years. A 1984 MacArthur 
“genius” grant enabled 
him to found his own 
Braxton House imprint, 
and an academic ap- 
pointment at Wesleyan 
has supplied him with a 
stream of talented stu- 
dents and sidemen. 
Anyone who makes a 
serious attempt to grasp 
this body of work risks 
never listening to any- 
thing else. So where 
should the interested but 
non-obsessed (what 
Braxton calls “friendly 
listeners”) enter the 
maze? Well, there are un- 
accompanied-sax recitals 
like 19 (Solo) Composi- 
tions (New Albion, 
1988), which display his 
alto mastery and chess 
master’s sense of strategy 
and structure in manage- 
ably monophonic chunks 
Then there are the live 
documents of his 
longest-running quartet, 
with Marilyn Crispell,

Or you could simply plunge into the near 
present. The just-released Four Compositions 
(GTM) 2000 (Delmark) is a studio quartet 
date with three recent students: pianist 
Kevin Uehlinger, double-bassist Keith Witty, 
and drummer Noah Schatz. Recorded in 
2000, it’s significant in part as homecoming 
this is Braxton’s firSt release since 1968 for 
the Chicago-based label that issued his first 
two albums. Otherwise, the disc is a repre- 
sentative slice of recent Braxtonia. That par- 
enthetical “GTM” stands for “Ghost Trance 
Music,” which names a compositional strat- 
egy Braxton has been exploring since the 
mid ’90s. Like many of his ideas, the “Ghost 
Trance” pieces attempt to harness improvis- 
ers’ energies without the usual constraints of 
popular song form while stopping short of 
Albert Ayler—esque free blowing. (Braxton’s 
suspicion of the collective “freedom princi- 
ple” made him an odd man out during the 
*70s, when such ideas had a political mean- 
ing for many African-American musicians.) 

The “GTM” pieces performed here — 
compositions 242 through 245, in Braxton’s 
taxonomy — begin with all four players 





strained by the material. Is it as icily cerebral 
as Braxton’s reputation would suggest? 
Hardly. The less tightly plotted sections 
which are ultimately the best reason for pay 
ing attention tc this music, develop logically 
but inventively. Braxton, on a variety of 
reeds, threads his way through his self-im- 
posed restrictions with ease, with 
Uehlinger’s piano as spotter for his acrobat- 
ics. Uehlinger is even better when he switch- 
es to melodica for much of “Composition 
244,” employing squashed chord clusters 
that massage the beat rather than striking it 
head-on. 

These performances don’t transcend the 
spiky GTM material as consistently as those 
on Six Compositions (GTM) 2001 (Ratas- 
can), which was recorded later than the Del- 
mark disc (with a different crop of Wesleyan 
associates) but released earlier. Six Compo- 
sitions is a pricy four-CD, five-hour set on a 
poorly distributed specialist label accompa 
nied by a tract-length booklet of Braxton’s 
famously impenetrable theoretical/ mystical 
political justifications of his music’s “tri-cen- 
tric holistic system” that ends with the claim, 
“Theories are great but music is better.” But 
it’s probably the best next step for “friendly 
listeners” intrigued by Four Compositions. 
After that, you'll have only 128 or so record-

The moody metal of Deftones

ho will go down in rock history as the 

best band to emerge from the late- 

1990s commercial heavy-metal 
boom? Korn deserve consideration for being 
first to the party, as do Limp Bizkit for selling 
more albums than anyone else on the scene. 
But the unsung heroes of the new-metal gen- 
eration are Deftones, the long-running Sacra- 
mento act who rank as the genre’s most en- 
gaging stylists.
